Safeblowers, believed to be the same 
gang who yesterday robbed the bank 
at Sandborn, only a few miles away, 
of $4400, made an unsuccessful attempt 
to lout the bank of Odon. 

The cracksmen were at work when Ja- 

eob Shields, a citizen, happened along. 
Two of the four burglars sprang upon 
tum, bound and gagged dim and left 
him on the sidewalk in front of the 
bank. A shot of nitroglycenjn was then 
fired, forcing open two of the doors of 
the safe and blowing loose the bottom 
. of the safe. The third door, leading to 
the money vault, containing $6000, did 
not yield to force of the explosion and 
the burglars became frightened and ran 
away without securing any booty, ex- 
cept $16 they took from Shields. 

Snields was left upon the sidewalk to 
be released by citizens. He says the 
men wore no masks, but he is unable 
to give a good description of them. 
Citizens arrived 20 mtnutes after the 
robbers escaped, and pursuit was begun, 
but no clew to the thieves was found. 
‘The attack on the, Odon bank follows 
rapidly’ robberies by desperadoes of the 
banks at Ridgeville, Hagerstown, Wind- 
fall and Sandborn, Ind., and Riverton 
and Willard, Ky. All these robberies 

believed to have been committed by 
the same gang of bandits.

“Well, I do not care to enter into 4 
legal controversy with Mr. Rowe. A 
police officer certainly has the-poWwer to 
arrest. They are doing it every day,”’ 
said Mr. Stewart, with a smile. “But 
whether a policeman has the right to 
arrest] any and everybody -he happens 
to me on the street is a question in 
ny wind, 

“Certainly a policeman has no right 
to tfeat a viclator of the city ordi- 
nances as he would a murderer or a 
highway robber. While an officer should 
use his best discretion in making ev- 
ery arrest he should hesitate before ar- 
resting a trivial offender until he is 
positive that circumstances demand 
such action. 

“For instance, a policeman should not 
presume that a person is an offender 
against the law-until he has been sup- 
plied with facts justifying such a pre- 
sumption. It would not do for a police- 
man to wait until he sees a crime corn- 
mitted before he makes an arrest. AS 
I said before, it is a policeman's duty 
to prevent crime. 

Would Encourage Policemen. 

“Of course, anyone is likely to make 
a mistake, even a policeman, but would 
it not be fai better to encourage him 
to do better than to severely criticize 
him? What will spur a man on to bet- 
ter work more than a pat on the back 
and a word of encouragement?’ 

“What action has the board taken in 
reference to Policemen Alex Miller and 
Chris Hostie, charged by Samuel 
Schwartz of 1733 Carr street with beat- 
ing him and robbing him of $165?’’

Conductor Tells Little.

Girl's Discovery of Quantity of 
Coin in Vacant Lot 
Starts Search. 


TRY TO FIND MOLDS 





Secret Service Men Say Makers 
of the Coin Are Accom- 
plished Criminals. 
HELD 


[WO THEORIES 





Abandoned Through 
, Fear or Dumped Far 
From Molds. 





Secret Service men and city detectives 

are puzzled over the utter absence of a 
clew to the identity of ‘the makers of 
nearly 1000 counterfeit coins found by 
io-year-old Palona Scheppacher of 22.) 
Division street in a vacant lot adjoin- 
ing her home. 

Officers searched all yesterday after- 
noon for the molds from which the 
coins were made and for clews which 
might lead’ to the identity of the coun- 
terfeiter band. They were successful 
in neither, , 

The search was resumed today, and 
will continue until the counterfeiters 
are located. There is a Secret Service 
legend to the effect that never has a 
counterfeiter escaped capture, and the 
men-of the local office will endeavor 
to hold up the record in this, which 
is the largest lot of counterfeits dis- 
covered in St. Louis for many years. 

hortly before noon yesterday Palona 
Scheppacher foutid the large pile of 
counterfeit half dollars, quarters and 
dimes lying in plain view on the ground 
in the: vacant lot adjoining her home. 
where she was searching for a tin can 
in which to put some flowers. 

She says she thought they were med- 
als of some kind and scooped enough 
to half fill a can. She carried them 
into the house.» Her first thought was 
what a pretty necklace the “medals” 
would make. She sought to drive holes 
through the coins with a nail and ham- 
mer, but each time she tried the coin 
would-break in two. Her mother, who 
had been attracted by that time, saw 
the “medals’"" were counterfeit coins. 
She notified her husband, J. M. Shep- 
pacher, who directed the girl to throw 
all into the stove.. This she did. 


665 Quarters, 32 Dimes. 


Palona told her father 
many more coins in the lot. 
notified the police, and Officers 
Sprague and Whalen, who walk th: 
beat where the coins were found, were 
sent for the remaindtr. They found 
656 quarters, 32 dimes and one half-do! 
lar. All were taken to the ened 
Street Police Station, where they were 
examined. The great variety of dates 
on the counterfeits showed to the po- 
lice that at least 12 molds were used 
in the manufacture. Although a close 
search of the lot was made, no trace 
of the molds was discovered by the po- 
lice, 

Capt. John E. Murphy, Secret Service 
operative in St. Louis, was notified and 
Secret Service Agent Lee Philpot went 
to the Dayton Street Station and took 
charge of the counterfeits. 

Detectives Doyle and Hare of the 
Dayton Street Station were detailed on 
the case by Capt. Gaffney. 

About ten feet from the sidewalk and 
twec feet from the path running north- 
east the coins were found. They were 
in plain view of the street. The lot is 
used as a playground by boys of the 
neighborhood. 


Two Theories Held. 

The coins were reasonab.y bright, con- 
sidering the fact that they had not yet 
been washed in a silver solution. They 
were not finished, as evidenced by the 
fact that many still have the “ragged 
edge,” just as they came from thé mold. 
A counterfeiter removes this with a fie 
or knife. 

Two theories are tenable in the case. 
It is possible that the counterfeiter gang 
beGame frightened, believing they were 
under surveillance, and secretly put the 
coins on the vacant lot that they might 
not be in their possession should they Le 
arrested. The inakers of the coin, if dis- 
posing of it through fear, would have 
been even more anxious to get rid of 
the molds than of the counterfeits, and 
it is beileved by those who hold this 
theory that the molds are not far away. 

There is also the theory that the coun- 
terfeiters did not consider the coins suf- 
ficiently good to pass, and for that rea- 
son threw them away. The coins were 

not good, as is shown in the fact that 
they broke easily when Palona Schep- 
pacher attempted to drive holes through 
them. ‘Che Babbitt metal and black tin 
in their composition had not been prop- 
erly. proportioned, The impression on 
each of the coins was good, but there is) 
great danger of detection in attempting 
to pass counterfeit money which breaks 
easily. 

By far the most 
ahead of the officers in the case is 
the location of the molds, though 
ih@ére is every probability that. the 
molds have been destroyed, as it is 
believed they would be badly worn 
after making all the coin found in 
the lot. Efforts Will be made, how- 
ever, to find the molds, metal pots 
and other parts of the counterfeiter 
Plant, which is considered the most 
extensive operated in St. Lou's in 
many years.

He 
takes the view that the money dis- 
tributed is used by the applicant to re- 
iieve want. 

In the case of the millionaire pen- 
sioner the commissioner has knowledge 
that the recipient has just made a be- 
quest of a hundred thousand dollars for 
benevolent purposes.

ARVARD'S MAP 
OF THE HEAVENS 


Sky Divided Into Fields Is Pho- 
tographed Nightly and Com-. 
pared for New Stars. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CAMBRIDGE. ‘Mass., Nov. 3.—The 
task of counting the stars has been 
considered too great for human mind. 
Yet when considered in fields, every One 
of the - he avenly bodies has- been gone 
over nearly 200,000 times in the fiur- 
Varad Observatory, in the last 10 years 
Not only the stars to be seen with the 
naked eye, but those so smaj Lihat 
only a telescope of the most powertul 
Inmagnitude will reveal them, are inciua- 
ed. Multiply the fields by 0,000 and 
the number of pictures of stars existing 
in the Harvard observatories is found, 
And every one of these pictures 
each bit of light has been examined. 

‘A wvozen years ago history of 
stars existed in books. Now the record 
is complete, and can be referred to at 
any time in the future. Every night, 
wtih the aid of one of the great tele- 
scopes, a photograpn is: made of each 
section of the sky until every star Is 
taken. The negatives are then minute- 
ly examined for any change in appear- 
ance and position of each star.
